It is necessary 
to keep the room at a temperature of 
Ho degrees. The temperature and hu­ 
midity ore taken every hour aud re­ 
corded on a blackboard made for that 
purpose. 
Experiments have shown that the 
Mississippi valley Us the worst part of 
the United States to furnish with 
stamps owing to the humidity prevail­ 
ing there at all seasons. Stamps that 
will give satisfaction there are suitable 
for any part of the country. 
The gum used on Uncle Sam’s post­ 
age stamps is purely vegetable, and the 
stamp licker need not have the slight­ 
est hesitancy in applying his moistened 
tongue to it. The gum is derived from 
dextrin, a product secured In the proc­ 
ess of making starch, and samples sent 
in are subjected to many tests. The 
qualities which the government seeks 
for in the gum are adhesiveness, luster, 
absence of grit, flexibility, resistance to 
humidity and color.

REBUILDING THE FURNACES 


M a k i n g S t e e l Hall *. 
The rail mill presents many pictures 
that appeal strongly to lovers of the 
picturesque. 
Under ordinary circum­ 
stances the great strands of iron, each 
half as long a* a city block, slide back 
aud forth smoothly «nought between 
the rolls that are stretching them and 
pressing them into the required shape, 
but a tiny obstacle nitty at any moment 
turn one of these cables of fire off the 
beaten track and twist it into a h o p e ­ 
less tangle or wind it like a squirming 
snake around some unfortunate work­ 
man. 
When the rolling process bas been 
completed, the piece of Iron slides along 
to the great, buzzsaw*, which cut it up 
into the 30 foot rails known to the rail­ 
way traveler. Every time the whirring 
circular saw clips off one of these 
l e n g t h s sparks radiate in every direc­ 
tion. as though the biggest pyrotech­ 
nical pinwheel ever devised laid been 
suddenly set in motion. 
When the rail lins been cooled and 
holes have been drilled in it, It is ready 
to start for any part of the world. 
The evolution of bars or beams or 
sheets from the big steel slabs is gain­ 
ed by the same general method of pro­ 
cedure. It is the size and shape of the 
grooves in the rolls which determine 
the form to be ultimately a s s u m e d by 
the steel iu their clutches.—Century 
Magazine. 


Absolute Zero. 
By “absolute zero” is meant the low­ 
est temperature compatible with heat 
that point of temperature, in fact, at 
which a body would be wholly depriv­ 
ed of beat and at which the p a r t i c l e s 
whose motion constitutes beat would 
l)C at rest. 
This temperature is sup­ 
posed to be about 271 degrees C. or JOI 
degrees u. 
The term “bent” Is bere used In its 
scientific sense, for as men use the 
word in everyday language its signifi­ 
cance depends on the temperature of 
the human body. 
Men call “warm” 
everything with a temperature higher 
than their own and “cold” all those 
objects which have less heat than they. 
In reality, however, the coldest body 
known to man Is far from being utter­ 
ly without beat. 
Ice, for example, bas 
heat, only in a degree so much below- 
man s temperature that one can scarce­ 
ly imagine it to be anything but “cold," 
a term which actually Implies a com­ 
paratively low degree of heat. 
Accordingly the zero of thermometers 
is only a conventional point marking a 
certain degree of heat. J here seems to 
be a point, however, where heat ceases 
absolutely, ami this point it is which is 
known In chemistry as tile “absolute 
zero.”
